and punsihed has elicited, the fol- 
:jowing discussion by an attorney in 
Washington:

statement. unfortunately, 


-is not ccwect, or. to put it more 
.accurately, is correct only to a 
;yery limited extent," he Writes. 
"Whether a union is suable in its 
'own name or as an entity is entire- 
^Iy dependent on the law of the par- 
,ticular state in which the suit is 
brought. In New 
York,

tstance, unions can be sued in their 
own names. In a majority of the

however, 
it 
is

true. Where it is not true, the only 
'•recourse Is to sue individual mem- 
bers who may be difficult to iden- 
ttify. A suit against individual mem- 
;bers who may not be financially 
able to respond to a judgment is a 
'poor substitute tor

cent decision of the United Stales 
circuit courl of appeals in a libel 
suil by Ihe 
Pullman 
Standard 


Car Company againsl local 2928 of 
Ihe C .1. O.. steelworkers, we find 
all three judges in agreement that 
the law of Illinois 
governs 
the 
case. On that basis they found that 
certain individual defendants who 
published a statemenl alleged to be 
false and harmful to Pullman's re- 
pulalion could be sued. A decision 
of Ihe district court dismissing the 
suit againsl them was reversed. 
Judges Kerner and Major Held, 


however, that the Illinois law did 
not permit Pullman to sue the un- 
ion, 
itself. They held 
thai 
even 


though congress did endow unions 
with legal enlily. 
Congress could 
nol and did not intend lo deprive 
a slate of Ihe right to determine 
who be sued in its courts. 


Dissenting and contending 
that 
the union may be 
sued, 
Judge 


Sparks wrole: "In 1845, Illinois en- 
acted a. statue lhat 'the common 
law of England, so far as the same 
is applicable and of a general na- 
ture, and all acts or statutes of the 
British Parliament made in aid of, 
and to supply defects in the Com- 
mon law (five esterisks) shall be 
the rule of decision' in Illinois." 
Admilling lhat under the original 


I rule a union was not recognized as 
I a legal entily and could neilher sue 
nor be sued, as such, he argued, 
however, thai Ihe 
Brilish 
courls 


had since held the contrary and 
that Ihe Illinois courls were bound 
lo regard the steelworkers' local as 
a legal entity. 


An English opinion 
which 
he 
cited. 
said: 
"The principle on 


which corporations have been held 
liable in respect of wrongs com- 
mitted by its servants 
or 
agents 


(five asterisks) is as applicable 
to the case of a trade union as to 
that of a corporation. If the con- 
tention of the defendant were well 
founded, the legislature 
has 
au- 


thorized the creation of numerous 
bodies of men capable of owning 
great wealth and of acting by 
agents with absolutely no responsi- 
bility for the wrongs they may do. 
They would be at liberty to dis- 
seminate libels broadcast and their 
victims would have nothing to look 
to but the pockets of the 
indivi- 
duals." 


Judge Sparks pointed 
out that 


many citizens of Illinois had been 
compelled to deal with unions as 
legal entities "much to their sor- 
row," and that unions make IPHSRS 
and 
contracts 
in their 
official 
names. 


The union, he observed, had been 
given the right to act in its own 
name and, as an entity, to enforce 
contracts and had voluntarily ac- 
cented that status. 
Therefore 
it 
must be assumed that Congress 
intended that the employer could 
seek relief from Ihe union in *!ourl.

diabetes in his patient plays the 
most important role in the out- 
come of the disease, The patient 
should be told quite frankly the 
nature of his disease, 
the 
fact 


that it probably will last his life- 
time, and the necessity for con- 
tinuous scientific care. The new 
diabetic has many things to learn 
and a hospital slay is helpful in 
getting a good start. 


Every case of diabetes.is an in' 


dividual 
problem. Management 


of the disease is not difficult, but 
it is time-consuming. 
PATIENTS TREAT SELVES 


Purpose of diabetic treatment Is 
lo prevent lose of sugar] through 
the urine, to prevent an abnormal 
breakdown 
of protein 'and 
its 
conversion into sugar, and to hold 
fat metabolism in check. Proper 
treatment will make the patient 
look well, feel well and enjoy life. 
All 
diabetic 
patients must 
be 
taught to test their own urine and 
to keep themselves sugar free. 
Good diabetic 
management 
is 
based upon proper diet. Although 
various dic,ts are used, there.is one 
point on which all agree; that is 
Ihe 
patient slays 
slim. When 
overweight is corrected, diabetics 
improve. 
The various diets also 
are in agreement in mineral, pro- 
tein and vitamins recommended; 
the only variation is in amounts 
of fat and sugar prescribed. 
DIETS START SIMPLY 
The diets vary with age, 
sex, 
weight and occupation 
of 
the 


patient. New 
diabetics usually 
are started on a simple diet and 
alterations are made as indicated. 


Insulin is given to diabetic pa- 


tients to compensate for deficiency 
of the pancreas. A normal person 
secretes a small amount of insu- 
lin at 
all times, and a large 


amount when he eats starch and 
sugar. The average diabetic pa- 
tient injects a single dose of pro- 
tamine 
insulin 
each morning; 


which works slowly, lessening the' 
danger of insulin shock resulting 
from an overdose. Hunger, weak- 
ness, svyeating, trembling and ap- 
prehension are signs of beginning 
insulin reaction, and unless the 
condition is corrected, loss of con- 
sciousness may .follow. 
A small 
amount of sugar by mouth usually 
will correct the condition.

ANSWER: There should not be 


conflict in your mind about your 
conduct.

I think that if 
I sell out what few things I have 
and leave, my brother-in-law and 
my sisler will be compelled to 
support the children, and mavbe 
Ihe law will get after my husband 
and make him help. What do you 
think? 


DISCOURAGED MOTHER 
ANSWER: Maybe the plan will 
work, but I can't see how a mo- 
ther can just walk out on two af- 
ficted children, and I don't believe 
you will be happy if you do. Child- 
ren need live just as much as they 
do food and clothes, and the know- 
ledge lhat they had a mother who 
loved them and who was working 
to help them must have been a 
great comfort lo your unfortunate 
young ones. Take that away from 
them and they must feel that even 
God Himself has forsaken them. 


I earnestly advise you to stand 
by your children. You are all Ihey 
have to cling lo. Go and talk your 
case over with the Children's Bu- 
reau and surely it will help you.

most important role in the out- 
come of the disease, The patient 
should be told quite frankly the 
nature of his disease, 
the 
fact 


that it probably will last his life- 
time, and the necessity for con- 
tinuous scientific care. The new 
diabetic has many things to learn 
and a hospital slay is helpful in 
getting a good start. 


Every case of diabetes.is an in' 


dividual 
problem. Management 


of the disease is not difficult, but 
it is time-consuming. 
PATIENTS TREAT SELVES 


Purpose of diabetic treatment Is 
lo prevent lose of sugar] through 
the urine, to prevent an abnormal 
breakdown 
of protein 'and 
its 
conversion into sugar, and to hold 
fat metabolism in check. Proper 
treatment will make the patient 
look well, feel well and enjoy life. 
All 
diabetic 
patients must 
be 
taught to test their own urine and 
to keep themselves sugar free. 
Good diabetic 
management 
is 
based upon proper diet. Although 
various dic,ts are used, there.is one 
point on which all agree; that is 
Ihe 
patient slays 
slim. When 
overweight is corrected, diabetics 
improve. 
The various diets also 
are in agreement in mineral, pro- 
tein and vitamins recommended; 
the only variation is in amounts 
of fat and sugar prescribed. 
DIETS START SIMPLY 
The diets vary with age, 
sex, 
weight and occupation 
of 
the 


patient. New 
diabetics usually 
are started on a simple diet and 
alterations are made as indicated. 


Insulin is given to diabetic pa- 


tients to compensate for deficiency 
of the pancreas. A normal person 
secretes a small amount of insu- 
lin at 
all times, and a large 


amount when he eats starch and 
sugar. The average diabetic pa- 
tient injects a single dose of pro- 
tamine 
insulin 
each morning; 


which works slowly, lessening the' 
danger of insulin shock resulting 
from an overdose. Hunger, weak- 
ness, svyeating, trembling and ap- 
prehension are signs of beginning 
insulin reaction, and unless the 
condition is corrected, loss of con- 
sciousness may .follow. 
A small 
amount of sugar by mouth usually 
will correct the condition.

immigration visas" and that the 
immigration status of those who 
wish to stay here will be "adjust- 
ed" so that they may. Bo that as 
it may, the fact is that Mr. Roose- 
velt not only said these 981 would 
ijo predominantly women and chil- 
dren, as it never was intended that 
they should be, but added "upon 
termination of the war they will 
be sent back to their homelands' 
again as it never was so intended. 


So the American people's part ol 


the bargain was kept faithfully but 
the parties of the other part were 
not required to live up to a single 
article of the deal. Prior to this 
Mr. Roosevelt had tried to per 
suadc Congress to abandon immi 
gralion restrictions absolutely b> 
giving him executive power to ad 
mil all applicants. This too was 
masked with false pretenses, foi 
Mr. Bidclle, his attorney general o 
the lime, was sent up to the capi 
tol to plead for this power 'on the 
ground that unless it were grant 
ed, foreign dinitaries, Mr. Molotov 
and Mr. Churchill, for example 
would be vexed and 
discomfitec

promises which are no wacimitted 
to havo been no more sincere than 
Wendell 
Willkie's 
memorable 


"campaign talk," in all a very good 
example to thorn in their first deal 
ings with the government of their 
adopted land and not a very good 
example for us natives, either.

to us and did Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Truman shouldn't

Any supposition that President 
Truman's decision in favor of n 
unification of the armed forces wns 
influenced 
by 
the congressional 
Pearl Harbor investigation would 
be unfounded and probably cxtrnv- 
ngiinl. Ycl there is reason to bc- 
llcve thai, in the public mine! at 
least, the Navy's case for separate 
control must have been weakened 
.Cy some of the testimony prc- 
ifcnlcd 
before 
the investigating 
committee. 


Navy sopkcsmcn had repeatedly 


nskcd for a thorough study of the 
unification plan before a decision 
was made, but studies are already 
nt hand. There is the impressive 
evidence of Army-Navy unity which 
was forced by threat of military 
defeat, and which is found in a 
day-to-day history of the war, once 
our armed forces recovered from 
the shock of the first Japanese at- 
tack. 
J.'.And there Is the equally imprcs- 
Wve evidence of disunity beiore 
Dec. 7, 1041, disclosed by witness 
lifter witness as lhe full slory of 
events IcadiiiR up to that unhappy 
day is unfolded. 


A most recent example was the 
testimony given by Achnl. R. K. 
Turner, the Navy's Director of War 
1'larts in lull, and the last witness 
hcaid by the investigating com- 
mittee before Its holiday recess. 


Admiral Turner said, for exam- 


ple, that he assumed that Iho I'ac- 
•ific Meet was at sea, according lo 
voders, several days before the 
'Jap raid, and only learned that it 
was anchored at Pearl Harbor af- 
ter the raid had taken place. It 
seems possible that, with belter 
Integration, such a misapprehen- 
sion might have been avoided. 
He disclosed that the 
Navy's 
message to Admiral Kimmel on 
Nov. 27, 1941, said thai negotiations 
wilh Japan had ceasedj while the 
Army message of the same day to 
General Short staled that fVicy "ap- 
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pcarcei" lo have ended—quite 
difference in the implication 
of 
Agency. 


In the same message he said 


that he recalled no warning that 
American forces were not lo com- 
mit the first overt act, nor did he 
remember any request for such 
a warning from President Roosc 
vclt. General Marshall earlier had 
testified that such a warning had 
been included in his companion 
message to the Army at the Presi- 
dent's urgent instruction. 
Such recollected bits of unco-or- 


dination scorn to sound louder than 
present protestations that a unified 
Service will "sink the Navy" un- 
der (he weight of military poli- 
tics. 
Perhaps, 
as the Pearl Harbor 


investigation proceeds, further re- 
collections may win some of our 
Navy leaders back to the recom- 
mendation of a merger which they 
expressed during the war bul re- 
cently withdrew. II may be hoped, 
certainly, that something will case 
their disappointment and lead to a 
whole-hearted repetition in peace-

Korea to establish coordination on 
administralive and economic mat- 
ters. 
Soviet Russia is in control 
of 


Korea north of the 38th parallel 
and the United Slates has jurisdic- 
tion of the area to the south. 


MacArthur also indicated his op- 


position to any plan calling for the 
mass deportation of Japanese from 
Japan for reparation labor service. 
He said that deportation should be 
confined lo specialists needed 
to 


install and to manage transplant- 
ed industrial establishments. 


However, MacArthur 
proposed 
that Japanese military and civilian
